Some of Them Described.

HOW TO DESTROY THEM.

Very severe damage is snnualiy
done in tolacco ficlds by Incect pests
and to a lcssor degrese by parasitic
fungi. DMuch of this damage may he
prevented by proper attention. To-
bacco, like oiher crops, muost be
spraved or dasted with an insecticile.
The best treatmeat for tcbaceo and
one that is entirely sale, is the follow-

ing:
L L T M o P 1 1 Th.
Flowers of Sulphur....coevsenaaioaas 3tos lbs.
Powdered suap stone or air-slacked

Dirsctions: Mix thoroughly and
apply to the plants while wet with
dew or rain. The first treatment
should be appTied soon after the plants
| have been set out. The second two or
| three weeks iater, and a third two or
three weeks after the second. If the
we .ther is wet, more frequent treat-
ment may be necessary, but wusually
three treatments will be sufiicient for
the crop and season. No treatment
should be giyen within 15 days lrom
time of harvesting erop. The best in-
strameant for applying the above pow-
der is a so-ealled power gun. Ad-
dresses of dealers in powder guns will
be farnished by the undersigned to
those who want them. The above
powder may also be put on by jarring
from a coarse sack held in the hand,
or by two sacks attached one to each
end ¢f a pole long enough to reach
seross two rows. The pole may be
carried on a mule’s back. Only a
elizht dusting 1s opecessary, but the
powder should Le eyenly distributed
on leaves so that no insect ean gnaw
any leaf without eating the poison.
No possible harm can come to the to-
baceo or those using 1t from this treat-
ment which is similar to that given
fruit for so many years without the
least danger or eomplaint.

Ti:e worst and most destroctive pest
of tobacco iz the flea beetle. (Epithrix
parvola.; This is a small, oval, brown-
ish beetla sbout 1.8 inch long. It
ea!s smull, round, pin holes in the
leaves which then admit a saprophytic
furgus which enlarges the holes
Thesz Loles rum the value of the leal
for many purposes and in every case
render it light and chaffy, The larva
or grub of Lhis beetle also feeds upon
the roots of the plants and does much
damzge. Besidss fobaeco, this insect
feeds vpon Jamestown weed and horse
nettle, and to some extent on ground
cherry, tomaio, potatn, egg plant and
pepper and other plants ot the tobaceo
or so'onaceous family., If the James-
town weed, horse necttle and other
evlonaceocus weeds in the vielnity of a
proposed tobaeco field are heawvily
poisonel with Paris green a week or
ten days belore sotting out the tobaceo
plants, the chances of damage to the
tcbaceo will be greatly leszene”. These
wecds act as norees and supports for
the beetles belore ti:e tobacco comes
on the field. The tobacco 1s s0o much
more juicy and tender that the insects
sgon quit Lhe weeds for the cultivated
erop. After the tobaecco has been set
out all these solonaceous weeds, horse
settle, Jamestown, ground cherry, ete.,
should ke cut out. After the crop is
gathered the stumps thould be plowed
under at once or heavily poisoned to
preyent them from breeding insect
pests which will damage succeeding
CTops.

Next in importance to the flea bee-
tle we must plice the horn werm,
Proioparce Carclina. The remedy sd-
vized for the flea veetle will at the
sama time serve for the bhorn worn,
provided it 1s applied in time. Butii
tte worms get' large before being
poisoned thiey must be kand-picked.
Pickers should earry a small buecket
holding some water and a little kero-
sene oil. Throw the worms into this
as goon as picked. The bud worm or
bell worm, Heliothis, is often very de-
structive to young tobaceo by eating
mto the leat buds. The best remedy
for this insect iz a mwixture of Paris
green 1 part and fively grouad corn
meal 1C0 parts. Dust this on the
buds. This worm will not eat tobacco
while it can get corn. Tobacco is not
a good crop to follow ecorn in rotation.
The leaf iminer, Gelochia Solonella, 18
a smail greenizh eaterpiilar which eats
out the green part of the leal, leaving
the outer skins intact. It makes ir-
regular or blotch mines in the leaves.
Many tobacco growers mistuke this
for a kind of rot due to wet weather.
This little Insect does considerable in-
jury in some localities, I: inlects gll

azate it.
Remedy : Dectroy solonaceous weeds
as soon as the crop is set out. Watch
the crop and as soon as any mining 1s
notinced, pinch the spot and thus kill
the inclosed caterpillar. Frequent stir-
ring ot the s0il close to the plants will
destroy this insect while it is in the
ground transforming from the worm
to the winged 1czect. The mining is
always worse on the lower leaves.
Cut worms ol several epecles often
do very great damage by cutting off
the young tobacco plants as soon
as these are set out.” Remedv:
Mix 50 pounds ot wheat bran with
one pound of Puris green or white ar-
sanic. Add to this 4 ounces of sugar
or a quart of molasses and enough
water to slightly moisten the whole.
A few days befora the tobaceo 1s to be
set out place a tablespoonful of this
mixtare at intervals of 10 feet through-
ont the field. After the plants are set
place a teaspoonful of this mixtuore
near each plant. Jt may be necessary
to repeat the treatment but usunally
once is enough. Cut worms will eat
sweetened bran before tobacco. Grass-
hoppers sometimes 1njure tobacco! in
gsome way. Tie above bait is the best
remedy for these insects.
Tobacco is very free from fungus
diseases, but such diseases as we find
are very bard to control.’ Walloon or
Waterloo is in some vears widespread
and then dizappears from the locality.
Its course 18 unknown. “Frog’s eye”
or white speck is due to a tungus sim-
ilar to that causiug shct-hole in leaves
of peach and plum trees. The sulphur
prescribed in the powder mentioned at
the head of this article is intended
chiefly to prevent this damage and
will do =0 if applied in the right way.
Soreshin is a pretty common dis-
ease. It seems to be due in the first
place to an injury to the stalk, near
the ground, caused by tbe boring of a
small beetle werm, which eats into
corn etalks in the same .way. Thi
beetle is called Diabrotica. 1t isgreen-
ish with 12 black spots in the back.
A fungus afterward comes in and
causes the interior of the tobacco stalk
to rot. Remedy: None so far known
to be practicable. Pull up and de
siroy the diseased plants. They are
worthless. The undersigned desires
samples of diseased tobacco plants for
study and also of the' insects found
upon the plants.
